NEW TAXES 
TOBE IMPOSED 
SAYS ALDRICH 


It Tariff BH! Doesn't bing 
Enough Revenue, txpenses 
Must Be Cut 


NEW POLICY NEEDED 
AS TO APPROPRIATIONS 


Aldrich Says Congress Must 
Be Governed in Voting 
Money by the Government’s 
Income — Analysis of the 
Tariff Bill Is Presented to 
the Senate. 


Washington, April 19.—Senator Aldrich, 

chairman of the committee on finanee, 
on opening the debate of the pending 
tariff bill, assured the senate in most 
positive terms that the bill 
from the committee on finance would 
produce ample revenue for the govern- 
ment. He suggested that if, by any 
possibility, these estimates should prove 
to be incorrect, the duty of congress 
would be to “reduce expenditures and 
make them conform to actual revenue 
conditions, and not to impose new and 
onerous taxes.”’ 

While he did not refer specifically to 
any proposition to impose an income tax, 
his statement declaring that ample rev- 
entes may be derived from other sources, 
Was accepted as direct opposition to all 
such propositions. 

The Estimated Revenues. 

On the desk of each senator was 4 
comparison of the text of the Dingley 
tariff law with the Payne tariff bill as 
passed by the house and as amended and 
reported from the senate committee on 
finance. In addition, a statement mas 
furnished. to each senator show- 
“{ng the “estimated revenues,» un- 
der the present law, compared 
with the amended Payne bill. The net 
increase from customs over the existing 
law was estimated at $11,666,748 for the 
Payne bill, as passed by the house, and 
$9,934,426, under the bill as reported 
from the senate committee. In making 
the estimates the revenues produced in 
1906 were used in attaining the com- 


reported 


parison with the house bill, and the rev-, 


enues for 1907, when the imports were 
much iarger, in arriving at the compar- 
ison with the possibilities under the 
senate bill. Mr. Aldrich believes that 
1907 was a nomal year, while Represen- 
tative Payne, chairmagm of the house 
committee on ways and means, believes 
1906 was the last year when conditions 


were normal. 

‘if the pending bill should become 4 
law before the 30th of Jime next,’’ said 
Mr. Aidrich, “‘the customs revenues for 
the entire fiscal year of 1910 would be 
collected under its provisions, and the 
probable results constitute the crucial 
point in our investigations. 


1907 Selected as Normal Year. 


“wor the purpose of ascertaining the 
relative revenue producing qualities of 
the senate bill and the act of 1907, the 
committee on fiance has had prepared 
a statement, which is laid before the sen- 
ate this morning. It applies the rates 
of the Senate pill to the importations of 
1907; in other words, it shows the reve- 
mue that would have been derived upon 
the importations made in 1!907 if the 
senate bill had been in force during 
that year. 

‘We have selected the year 
the comparison, as this was the last 
a. in which the finances and business 
of the country were in a normal condi-

“The statement shows that if the sen- 
ate bill. had been in force in 1907, the 
customs revenue produced by it would 
have been $8,000,000 greater than those 
collected under the Dingley act, the to- 
tals being $332, 000 under the act of 
1897, and $3940,000,000 under the senate 
bill. 

“This increase of revenue is due to 
advances in rates on a few articles of 
luxury, such as wine, spirits, etc. It is 
also due to the substitution made in the 
bill, in all cases where it was possible 
of specific for ad valorem duties. This 
will prevent undervaluation, and con- 
sequently increase revenues. This in- 
crease will be more marked in the silk 
achedule than elsewhere. 

“Business activity and the movement 
for importations has already commenced, 
We can feel the change in the air. The 
customs receipts for the thirty-nine 
business days from March | to April 15, 
inclusive, increased as compared ‘ with 
the business days in 1908, $12,031 ,093.08, 
or an average daily increase of $261,- 
545.50. This increase seems to be

OFFERED LOEB

lo Order to Stop Government 
lnvestigation of “Sleeper” 
Trunk Scandal

| Collector Loeb Rejected Bribe 


Tendered—The Government 
Wants the Smugglers and 
the Names of the Society 
Leaders Involved in the 
Matter. 


New York, April !'9.—The smuggling 
syndicate which first offered Collector 
of the Por Loeb $100,000 to drop the 
government’s' investigation of the 
smuggling of “sleeper’’ trunks, contain- 
ing $55,000 worth of Paris gowns, to- 
day increased tts offer to $260,000, ac- 
cording to Mr. Loeb. 

“The amount now offered the govern- 
ment to drop the investigation and 
probable prosecution is $260,000,” said 
Collector Loeb. ‘“‘The amount repre- 
sents what would be penalties of fully 
$200,000 above the appraised value of 
the goods. All offers have been refused. 
We want the smugglers.’ 2 

Caused One Suicide. 

It is believed that worry over this 
case so affected the mind of William 
B. Bainbridge, confidential agent of the 
United States treasury department in 
charge of the customs bureau in Paris, 
that he committed suicide. The treas- 
ury department had fully approved Mr. 
Bainbridge’s course in this case, but 
he left a note declaring” that he was 
the victim of a plot. 

Collector Loeb stated today that in 
the negotiations for the abandonment 
of the investigation started by him, he 
had been appreached by several repu- 


namés Of the attorneys because he said 
that even they did not know the iden- 
tity of the smugglers and had been re- 
tained by intermediaries. 


Prominent Women Involved, 

Mr. Loeb’s investigation so far shows 
that the smuggled gowns had been 
made in Paris#é by famous designers 
for many women of exceptional socia! 
prominence and wealth in New York, 
Boston, Philadelpia and Washington, 
and that the reason for offering such 
a large sum to suppress the investiga- 
tion was to shield these women from 
the unpleasant publftity threatened by 
the coming disclosures. 

In Paris it was understood that. the 
treasury department had instructed Mr. 
Bainbridge to obtain the names of the 
makers of the smuggled gowns and the 
identity of the American women for 
whom they were made. 

Women Didn’t Know. 

The collector does not believe these 
women knew that their gowns were to 
be smuggled into the country, but had 
purchased them, lIike many Americans 
buy other goods abroad, with the un- 
derstanding that they were to be de- 
livered to them in America “duty paid’ 
or “duty free.”” This saves the pur- 
chaser all customs annoyances. Col- 
lector Loeb will sell the seized gowns 
at public auction next month and will 
employ dressmakers and models to dis- 
play them. 


NO UNWRITTEN LAW 
IN CASE OF CAPT. HAINS 


The Defense Will Rely Entirely 
on the Plea of In- 
sanity. 


Flushing, N. Y., April 19.—That the 
“unwritten law” will not figure in the 
trial of Captain Peter C. Hains, Jr., 
United States army, for the murder of 
William B. Annis, at the Bayside Yacht 
Club, last August, was the positive 
Statement made today by John D. Mc- 
Intyre, chief nsel for the defnese at 
the opening of the trial before Justice 
Garretson, in the supreme court here 
today. , ¢ 

Mr. McIntyre made the statement in 
open court during the examination of 
talesmen and reiterated it after coum 
adjourned for the day. 

“We do not intend to appeal to any 
unwritten law in this case,"’ gaid Mr. 
Meintyre, “and I shall impress that fact 
upon the jury when I sum up. 

“Our defense is one of {nsanity, pure 


and simple.’’ 
Mr. McIntyre said he would not call 


; any alienists to show that his client was 


insane, but would leave it to the jury 
to decide as to his mental condition at 
the time of the shooting. 

District Attorney DeWitt, of Queens 
county, who is prosecuting the case, 
announced that he hed retained three 
alienists to combat any testimony of 
insanity which the defense might offer.

WAY DIVIDED 


Measure Was Referred to the 
Charler Revision Com- 
mittee, 


A UNIQUE AMENDMENT

Councilman Wanted All Can- 
didates to Get the Approval 
of Council Before Making 
the Race Before the People 
of Atlanta — How the Vote 
Stood. 


The general council tackled the ‘Vox 
Populi’ question once more yesterday 
afternoon, and succeeded in side-track- 
ing it for several months, at least. 

The resolution, which called for the 
election of certain city officials by the 
people, who are now elected by coun- 
cil and by a city board, was referred to 
the charter revision committee of forty- 
nine after a very spirited debate and 
sOme “real funny business.’’ 

The resolution is known as Alderman 
Curtis’ “Vox Populi” law, which he has 
been trying to pass ever since November 
2, 1908. The paper has been handed 
around s0 much by committees that it 
looks like the document which Rip Van 
Winkle had after his sleep of twenty 
years. 

The resolution, as it came from the 
erdinance committee, bore two reports, 
one a majority report, which called for 
its reference to the charter revision com. 
mittee, and a minority report, which 
recommended that the resolution be 
adopted. The paper asked for charter 
amendment whereby the following city 
Officials could be elected by the people: 
Recorder, general manager of the water- 
works department, city electrician, 
city warden, city 
marshal, comptroller and city clerk. All 
these officers are elected by council ex- 
cept the waterworks manager, and he 
is chosen by the water board. 

People Voted on It Twice. 

Twice in primaries the voters of At- 
lanta have yoted for these officials to 
be elected at the ballot box. 

A motion was made to adopt the min- 

ority report. 
Councilman Amorous introduced an 
amendment, and that is where the fun- 
ny business came in. Everybody be- 
lieved that Councilman Amorous was 
either joking or trying to muddy the 
waters, but Nhe declared himself very 
much in earnest. His amendment pro- 
vided that when the people elect the 
city officials named, that no person be 
allowed to run as a candidate unless 
he submit his candidacy to the general 
council and receive a majority indorse- 
ment of that body. The councilman 
made a strong plea for the adoption of 
his amendment; but it was tabled by an 
aimost unanimous vote. 

Alderman Candler poured out some 
real hot shot. He said that the effort 
to adopt such a resolution while a com- 
mittee was seeking to revise the city 
charter, was nothing but “buncombe,” 
and would amount to nothing more than 
“pouring water on a duck’s back.” He 
denounced the whole movement as an 
effort to display “demagogy,” a “play 
at the grand stand” and to the ‘“gal- 
lery.”’ 

Said They Were “Dodgers.” 

Councilman Smith replied by staing 
that anybody who voted ‘to refer the 
resolution to the charter revision com- 
mittee was ‘“‘simply dodging the issue.”’ 
He said that everybody knew that the 
way to kill any measure in council] at 
this time was to refer it to the charter 
revision committee, which was “getting 
to be simply a dumping ground for 
dodgers.”’ 

Councilman Dodd said he was against 
the measure, no matter how the people 
had voted. He said it would be suici« 
dal for the city government to elect a 
recorder by the people. 

Alderman, Huddleston, who had 
brought in the minority report, said 
that he believed the people could always 
be trusted, and that he felt he Was 
pound to carry out their wishes ex- 
pressed at the ballot box in two elec- 
tions. 

Councilman Chambers championed the 
“cause of the people.” He exclaimed 
that he believed in the “initiative, the 
referendum and the imperative and the 
recall.” 

Councilman Dodd quite seriously asked 
him if he believed in the “national bank- 
ing act,” and Councilman Chambers re- 
plied, laughing, that he did, and that he 
also believed. in a postal savings bank 
law.

THREE MEN SHOT 
BY CRAZY NECRO 


Was Finally Overpowered 
by Officers. 


Crazed by Cocaine—Shot Both 
Father and Son — Jumped 
Into Carriage—Shot at Doc- 
tor—Wounded a Merchant. 
Struck Down Policeman. 


Richmond, Va, April 19.—Everett 
Royster, @ negro, crazed by cocaine, 
this afternoon felled James ‘B. Lacy and 
his son Charles in the former’s wood 
and coal yard; fired three shots at Dr. 
Jame’ P. McDonough, after being 
wounded by the latter, armed with a 
shotgun; jumped.into a victoria. and, at 
the point of a pistol,- compelled the 
driver to race madly down Broad street 
in an effort to escape to the country. He 
was finally thrown to the ground by 
the vehicle crashing into a trolley pole, 
and was only subdued after a desperate 
battle with Police Office Carter, whom 
he attempted to kill, and by Officer Per- 
kinson, the latter felling him with his 
night stick, which was broken by the 
biow. 

Royster entered the wood yard and 
began praying and exhorting. When or- 
dered out by.theLacys, he struck the 
younger down with a stick of wood, and 
when the elder grabbed for him, he met 
the same fate.. Royster then took a pis- 
tol from the pocket of the younger 
lacy. which was exposed after he fell, 
and started on his career. Dr. McDon- 
ough saw®him coming and procured his 
shotgun, but this did not stop him, and 
the gun refusing to work again, the 
negro captured it and proceeded to a 
livery Stable, after firing three shots 
at Dr. McDonough, where he forced 
the driver to race madly down Broad 
street, with him, Royster standing in the

guard ships. , 

At both of these embassies all knowl-— 
edge of the sultan’s movements was de- 
nied, and the Turkish foreign office also 
gave a strong ‘denial _to all of these, 
rumors. The abdication of Abdul, 
Hamid, however, appears to be not im- 
probable, and it appears that within a‘ 
day or two the constitutionalists may 
accept as his successor Prince Yussof.

attitude, The palace today was under 
strong guard, and éven high officials 
were not permitted to enter it. 


Advance of Constitutional Army. 

The advance of the cgnstitutional 
forces began this afternoon. mall par- 
ties were sent out to reconn r, and at 
7 o'clock in the evening they re with- 
in sight of the gates of Constantinople. 
They encountered no resistance, nor does 
any resistance seem likeiy unless it is 
at the palace. The headquarters of the 
constitutionalists’ army is at Dedeagatch, 
and General Husni Pasha's forces, which 
now number between, 20,000 and 30,000, © 
occupy a range of hills about 20 miles 
from the capital. Every hour reitnforce- 
ments are adding to their numbers. 

At a secret sitting of the chamber 
today the deputies refused to act on a 
vote of confidence in the cabinet, and it’ 
was unanimously decided to postpone’ 
the discussion of the government's pro-' 
gram until Saturday, which gives the: 
government a new lease of life until, 
then. he ministers asked leave to de-. 
fer the statement of policy, but after, 
holding council at the Porte, they re- 
appeared at the chamber. 

Statement of Grand Vizier. 

The grand vizier, Tewfik Pasha. read. 
a declaration explaining that he had’! 
assumed office from patriotic motives at!

They hope 
that the so-called. reactionary opposition 
will yield without fighting. The bring- 
ing up of the reinforcements is under 
the direction of Niazi Bey and Enver 
Bey. The. eivil direction of affairs con- 
tinues at Saloniki, at which place con- 
etant cOmmunication is maintained with 
Constantinople. 

The war ministry, under Edham 
Pasha, has been inactive except that ap- 
pointments and promotions have been 
made to fill the vacancies caused by the 
kifling of officers, which, it is esti- 
mated, number 200. There have been 
practically no preparations so far as 
can be observed to resist the advance 
of the Saloniki troops. 


City Seems Quiet. 

The city appears very quiet and the Eu- 
ropean and American women are driv- 
ing about the streets as usual. Admi- 
ral and Mrs. C. M. Chester and Mr. and 
Mrs. Arthur Chester, of New York, ar- 
rived here yesterday from Palestine. 

lt is announced officially that the 
deaths at Adana during the rioting 
numbered 400, among the killed being 
many Turks. The telegraph lines to the 
provinces, however, are badly inter- 
rupted, and details of the massacres at 
Adana, Tarsus and other places are 
lacking. . 

Even though the rumors of the sul- 
tan’s abdication are unconfirmed, they 
seemed to produce a feeling of distinct 
relief in Constantinople and the advance 
of the Saloniki army, which is slowly 
but steady, makes the settlement of the 
question of administration a matter of 
hours. ‘The general belief is held that 
the enveloping movement will be com- 
pleted by tomorrow night, or early 
Wednesday morning. 

The soldiers of the garrison appear to 
be thoroughly cowed by the advance of 
the Third army corps, and the only 
cause for apprehension is the attitude of 
the fleet, which is held to be doubtful.

egates, who were sent to confer with the 
Saionikins, returned today. Izzet Pasha 
had a long conference with the grand 
visier. All that is known of the result 


of the negotiations is that the Saloni- 


kins reiterated the demands already 
made, and threatened to send five bat- 


talions into the city for the purpose 
of assisting the authorities in maintain- 
ing order.

“We don’t know who you men are, 
and we don't care. For myself, I know 
if I had a-six-shooter a few of you 
would ‘bite the dust,’ but that’s talk, 
as my shooting iron is in Texas. You 
boys appear to have a job to do. Why 
don’t you do it? We won't tell any- 
thing, and you—.” 

Called for the Ropes. 

“The ropes,’’ the leader broke in, and 
the four men were carried to a beam 
and strung up. Just as the rope was 
Placed about his neck, Miller calmly 
removed a diamond from his shirt front 
and requested that it be sent to his 
wife in Fort Worth. From his necktie 
he drew out a diamond scarf pin, with 
the request that it be given to Guard 
McCarthy for his kindness to him. 

At daylight the bodies of the lynched 
men were cut down. 

When the mob removed the men from 
the jail they failed to molest Oscar 
Peeler, a 17-year-old boy, who was im- 
plicated in the murder, but who had 
turned state’s evidence. The boy con- 
fessed this afternoon.

The coroner’s jury met this afternoon 
and returned the following verdict: 

“We find that Jim Miller, B. B: Bur- 
réll, Joe Allen and Jesse West met their 
death by being hung by a rope, and 
that the death of each was caused by 
strangulation, produced by the ropes 
placed about their necks by parties 
whose names are to the jury unknown.” 

The jury makes no recommendation 
that the matter be Investigated.

Natives are coming into Mombasa 
from all parts of the country to witness 
the disembarkation of “the great white 
chief.”

Daniel Discusses Bill. 

Senator Aldrich was followed by Sena- 
tor Daniel, of Virginia, who spoke in 
part as follows: 

‘This is a prodigious bill. It contains 
302 pages and carries about a million 
dollars a page. The democratic mem- 
bers of this body never saw it or heard 
it read, for it was not read at the only 
meeting of the committee until the day, 
April fe when it was reported here by 
the chairman of the finance committee 
with amendments. None of these amend- 
ments were we permitted even to see 
before they were here presented. 
“Many witnesss appeared before the 
senate fipance committee. We heard 
not one of them, nor could we hear 
them, and we could not cross-examine. 
“T cannot regard this either as good 
or fair government,” he continued. 
‘‘Bach one of us has at home constituent, 
who are as much fnterested as any 
other constituent body of a senator, Be- 
sides, we are all Americans. We are 
all as anxious for justice to be done to 
our country as any of those who assume 
the prerogative of excluding us from 
opportuni of which they avail them- 
selves. The indignity is toward the peo- 
ple of the United States and towards 
the senate, which is the only body in the 
country where there remains free de- 
bate and where the members in their 
rules and in their conduct try to make 
ee es fair and open as

One peculiarity about “corners,” of near corners, in products of the soil 
is that they come between seasons. 


the farmer has practically sold out and where there is no knowledge of the 
new crop that can operate to the benefit of the consumer. 

Patten’s corner in wheat is a forceftl example. 

He has boosted wheat at a time when the farmer has practically sold 
out, and the broker, or middleman, is largely in control bes what visesioimen 
of the crop. 

Also the boost comes in advance of the possibility of acquiring anything 
like definite information regarding the new crop. oi 

The farmer, generally, cannot be the beneficiary of the Patten corner, 
because comparatively: little wheat is left in his hands. He has sold, and at 
a price way upder that to whieh Patten’s manipulations have driven it. 

The consumer is, admittedly,-the victim, because, with small exception, 
as in Atlanta, where the bakers have magnanimously agreed not to take ad- 
vantage of an artificial, speculative movement, the price of a loaf of bread- 
has either been put up or the loaf made smaller. 

The ‘result of the Patten corner, therefore, is that while the consumer 
has to pay more, the producer gets none of it, éxcept occasionally here and 
there where he was’ fortunate enough to hold his wheat. 

“T’ve sold it,” says the producer. 

“I’ve got it,” say Patten and. his-coterie. 

“And I’ve got to pay for it,” says the consumer who goes to the “cor- 
ner” for his daily loaf of bregd. 

There’s the whole story in a nutshell. 

The Patten brand of philanthropy cannot get beyond the confines of 
self-interest. 

He, and a few brokers who stood with him, 
the only, beneficiaries of this wheat coup. 

Just so has the cotton market usually been worked and the price 
driven upward after the farmer has sold; it is another story. when the 
farmer holds the product.

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THE BAIT OF THE MONROE DOCTRINE. 


The interesting, if not very probable, possibility of the fate of the Mon- 
roe doctrine being “decided by a great naval battle in the North Sea,” is 
suggested by The Daily Star of Montreal, Canada, which hypothecates the 
view upon Germany’s alleged desire to lay hold upon Brazil, and her neces- 
sity first of overcoming the combined naval fofces of England and the United 
States. 

In brief, the argument of The Star is that Germany wants Brazil; that 
she must first disable the combined navies of England and the United States 
which would join in combatting her ambitious designs upon the western 
,hemisphere; that her plan would be first to dispose-of the British navy upon 
some other pretext and then attack the American navy; therefore, query: 
Why should not the United States join England in repelling the first German 
onslaught or, in other words, why not begin our defense of the Monroe doc- 
trine by actively espousing the cause of England against Germany, what- 
ever may be the ostensible ground of that quarrel? 

Tire proposal presupposes a number of seeming impossiblities. One 
of these is the practical annihilation of the most dominant naval power of 
today, a power to which England’s colonies are contributing armament and 
men for the very purpose of precluding any such possibility on een part of 
‘any combination which Germany might be able to make. 

Another fs that Germany would be able to conceal her designs upon the 
Monroe doctrine agd Brazil, not only while this annihilation was going on, 
but until she could sufficiently recoup the undoubtedly severe losses which 
she would sustain, even if‘the improbable annihilation were ultimately ef- 
fected. 

So there stands between Germany and her alleged designs on Brazil first 
the overthrow of the British‘navy and then the practical rebuilding of her 
own navy, not to speak of the resistant and defensive forces, actual and 
latent, which the United States would be able to command. 

Even admitting then that Germany’s ultimate design would be the ac- 
quirement of Brazil, which might draw the weight of our moral support 
strongly against the cause of the empire, it would be folly upon our part 
to join actively in a warfare which had its ostensible origin in a quarrel of 
long standing between two European powers. 

The strength of the United States would rest largely in their non-inter- 
ference and preparedness for defense rather than for aggression. 

The Star's suggestion of such great international conflict is interesting 
but largely visionary. 

If we accept the view that the building of great navies is one of the 
surest guarantees of peace, such eyents become more and more improbable. 

The Monroe doctrine is all right and it will be upheld whenever there 
shall be occasion for it. 

But neither possible nor visionary attempts at violation of it will be 
permitted to be used to embroil the United States in a contest: between 
rival foreign powers whose dispute is of their own making.

There were several important matters 
acted upon by the general council yes- 
terday afternoon, and the session was 
one of the most business-like and “‘hot- 
airless’ that the body has held in a 
long while. 

There were two reports from the po- 
lice committee on an ordinance allowing 
pool rooms, not selling near beer, to 
keep open until 12 o'clock. Near beer 
saloons close at i! o'clock. The com- 
mittee stood 2 and 2. 

A vote was taken first on the mi- 
nority report, which was adverse to 
the ordinance, and called for the closing 
of all pool rooms at i! o’clock. The 
vote was as follows:

_ Councilman Chambers moved that the 
closing hour be 11:05 o’clock. The vote 
stood: Ayes 9, and nays 15.

Afderman Candler ,moved ‘to make the 
hour 11:30, and the motion was adopted. 
The ordinance, ag amended, was adopt- 
ed. Under the present ordinances all 
near beer saloons will close at !! 
o'clock; pool rooms that sell near beer 
will close af 1.1 o'clock; and pool rooms 
not selling near beer will close at 11:30 
, o'clock. 


Near Beer Regulations. 

The ‘police committee made two re- 
ports on an ordinance requiring that 
dealers in near beer place labels on 
bottles stating the amount of alcoho! in 
the beer, the name of the manwfactur- 
ers, and the name of the beverage. On 
motion of Councilman Johnson the or- 
dinance * was re-referred to the 
com mittee. 

A report from the police committee 
was adopted which provides that  li- 
censes of near beer dealers be revoked 
when such dealers are convicted in the 
sep court for violating the prohibition 
aw. 

A resolution from the police commit- 
tee was adopted increasing the salary 
of the police matron, Mrs. Bohnefeld, 
from $80 to $65 a month. 

Pump Note Acted Upon. 

Hugh T. Inman addressed a commu- 
nication.to council asking for instruc- 
tion to turn over a note on the new 
pump to the Wisconsin Engine Com- 
pany. The president of the water 
board and the general manager of the 
waterworks department recommended 
that the note be given to the company..

Then Judge Newman imposed a sen- 
tence of one year and one day in the 
federal penitentiary on the second count 
of the indictment, with a fine of one 
thousand dollars. A like sentence Was 
imposed on the third count. 

As the judge concluded his remarks a 
deputy marshal approached Dr. Mon-’ 
nish’'s chair, and took her by the arm. 
She appeared to Stagger and for a sec. 
ond seemed in the act of falling. But 
that was due to a lame hip which had 
given Dr. Monnish considerable trou- 
ble for some yearg past. 

Accompanied by the officer and her at- 
torneys and Miss McCauley she went di- 
rect to the marshal’s office on the sec- 
ond floor, where the situation was gone 
over fully. Contrary to her usual de- 
meanor the doctor was decidedly reti- 
cent. In the past she has talked inces- 
santly, fuming and raging. During the 
short conference she had but little to 
say, except to assert her innocence. An 
appeal was considered, and when one 
of the attorneys suggested that Dr. 
Monnish take a day or two to think 
the matter over, during which time her 
attorneys would go over the entire case 
fully, she quietly acquiesced, simply 
asking: 

“And what will I do while you are do. 
ing that?’ ’ 

“Watch Out for Suicide.” 

A guard was arranged for and Deputy 
Marshal J. C. Johnson was detailed to 
accompany Dr. Monnish to her home, 
the impression obtaining that there 
would “be another conference during the 
afternoon, at which some definite ar- 
rangement would be made. ; 

As Deputy Marshal Johnson was leav- 
ing with Dr. Monnish he remarked to 
Rube Arnold: 

“Guess she'll try to get away.” 

“Not on your life,” replied Mr. Ar- 
nold. “But if you want to. watch. 
oe a lookout for suicide. That’e 
all.’’ 

With her daughter, who nad been out- 
side the office during the conference, 
Dr. Monnish left the federal building 
for her home. Miss McCauley was with 
her, and em route they were joined by 
Dr. W. A. Monnish, who had been 
phoned to come to the federal building. 

Reaching the home Mrs. Dr. Monnish 
ordered lunch for the party, and sent 
Miss McCauley to a store near-by - for 
some stationery saying she wanted to 
write a letter or two. ‘tnen, turning to 
the officer, she asked. perriission to en- 
ter her room, saying she would be back 
within a minute. She indicated no 
change in her mental condition. She was 
still silent, but not moody, and did no 
gtve the slightest intimation that she 
had ever even contemplated suicide, 4 
minute or two later Miss McCauley re- 
turned, and, witnout knocking, entered 
the room, A shriek brought the deputy 
marshal to the door, and, upon the 
floor he observed the form of Mrs. ‘Mor- 
nish. Beside her was an ounce bottle 
with a glass stopper. That wottle had 
contained eight teaspouiis of prussic 
acid. It was not tne pure prussic acid, 
but a solution, twu teaspoons of which 
would have been sufficient to produce 
instant death A puyeiGian Was. in- 
stantly éalled, and Dr. Monnish was ¥%e- 
moved from the floor to the bed, but 
she was dead even before the alarm was 
sent out.

GEORGIA ACCEPTS | 
FLOUR 


RULING ON 
Commissioner Hudson Is in 
Washington Conferring 
With Expert. 
Washington, April 19.—(Special.)— 
Commissiontr T..G. Hudson, of the 


Georgia department of agriculture, will 
confer this afternoon with Secretary of 
Agriculture Wilson and Dr. Wiley, pure 
food expert, on the recent order prohib- 
iting, after July |, the sale of bleached 
flour. 

The Georgia department of agriculture 
has accepted Dr. Wiley’s bleached flour 
ruling and has decided to prohibit its 
gale in Georgia after October |. The 
millers are protesting against Dr. Wi- 
ley’s ruling and will attempt to over- 
ride him before the board of appeals 
appointed by President Roosevelt. 
Practically all of the white flour used 
in the United States is bleached. Un- 
bleached flour is creamy in color. The 
bleached product is preferred by most 
housewives, but Dr. Wiley has forbid- 
den its sale on the ground that it is in- 
jurious owing to the chemical process 
used in bleaching. 


Almost Hatless Congregation. 
Elgin, Lll., April 19.—There was an almost 
hatless congregation of women at the First 
Baptist church yesterday. The women bowed 
to a vote of the congregation last Wednesday 
evening requiring them to remove their head-

TAFT ATTENDS © 


President Rooted in Vain 
for Washington Team. 


When Washington Failed to 
Wim Taft Said He Hoped He 
Wasn’t a “Hoodoo”—aaft’s 
Arrival Gave “Dolly” Gray 
Stage Fright. 


Washington, ‘April !9.—President Taft 
went out to the baseball game today, 
saw Washington walloped, 8 to 4, by 
the Boston American Leaguers, was 
initiated into the mysteries of the “spit 
ball,” shared a 5-cent bag of peanuts 
with Vice President Sherman, who sat 
in the box next to him; wished hard for 
Washington to win. and said sadly that 
he hoped ue wasp’t a “hoo-doo.” 

First President at Ball Game. 

No one in Washington could recall the 

day just when a president of the United 
States attended a ball game in this city. 
With all of his love for outdoor life and 
sports, Mr. (Roosevelt did not go within 
the ball grounds during his seven years 
at the white house. 
President Taft arrivel at the game to- 
day at the beginning of the second in- 
ning. The game was interrupted by 
the cheering, which spread in a great 
wave from the grand stand to the 
farthermost corners of the wide-reaching 
bleachers, as the crowd quickly recog- 
nized the president, and saw him greet 
the vice president. The latter, a dyed- 
in-the-wool “fan,’” had gone directly 
to the grounds from the senate cham- 
ber. 

Mr. Sherman’ kept a detailed score of 
the game, supplying the president with 
such statistical information as he asked 
for every now and then, and caused 
some one in the party to remark that 
if he ever lost the job of vice president 
he might get a place on Ban Johnson's 
scoring staff. 


Taft Causes Stage Fright. 

The president’s arrival and the brief 
interruption of play had the effect of 
giving “Dolly” Gray, a Washington 
pitching recruit from the minor leagues, 
a bad case of stage fright. Before the 
last Bostonian was out in the inning 
two runs had been scored. 
fourth, the Washington players got 
so rattled they could not pick up thé 
ball after stopping it, and Boston got 
away with four more tallies. It was 
then that the president said he hoped 
he was not a “hoo-doo.”’ 

President Tom C. Noyes, of the Wash- 
ington baseball team, who sat with the 
president during the last four innings, 
when the locals played much better 
ball, assured Mr. Taft that ‘‘hoo-doo” 
or not, he would always be welcome.

Taft Greatly Interested. 

Mr, Taft was as interested as all the 
rest.

The president was accompanied to the 
park by Captain Archibald W. Butt, his 
military aide, and two secret’ service 
men. Warlier in the aftergyoon Mr. Taft 
had ridden horseback with Captain Butt 
for more than an hour on the speedway, 
The day was warm and ideal for the na- 
tional game. It further had the effect 
of putting temptation in the president’s 


way when Vice President Sherman 
said: ‘‘With weather such as this, Mr. 
President, we ought to play golf twice 


a week instead of once.”

weather in the southwest. This ad- 
vance seemed to bring outa great 
bunch of long cotton. After selling 
about 26,000 bales, one commission 
house, which was thought to be oper- ; 
ating for Chicago account, and others 
for gouthern bulls, sold 15,000 bales of 
July, in a block, to people believed to 
be buying for foreign short account 
and continued selling during the bal- 
ance of the day, disposing of perhaps 
as much as i0Q000 bales before the 
close. This cotton and that sold by 
others either in the way of realizing 
on scattering long accounts or of oper- 
ationg fora turn, was largely ab- 
sorbed by strong local bulls, and trade 
interests, and at the one time during 
the early afternoon prices rallied 
slightly, but generally speaking, the 
tendency was downward, with active 
months showing a het toss of about |!@ 
14 points just before the close. Around 
10.12 for October ana 10.30 for July, 
there seemed to be a lot of supperting 
orders, and the final tone was steady, 
particularly as the offerings for long 
account seemed to be a little lighter 
during the last few minutes.

Market Closed at Net Decline 
of One-Half to Two and 
One-Eighth Cents. 


Chicago, April 19.—Wheat prices on 
the board of trade broke from Isc to 
2%c today, owing to general 
based, to some extent, on unexpectedly 
liberal exports of wheat last week from 
Russia.

The corn market was exceptionally 
strong at times, and both the May and 
July deliveries advanced to new high 
record marks for the season, 7!44c being 
the top point reached for the May op- 
tion. Oats and provisions closed steady. 

Bullish enthusiasm in the wheat mar- 
ket was on the wane todzy and on sev- 
areal occasiong it required combined sup- 
port by bull leaders to check the declin- 
ing tendency of prices brolght about by 
@ genera! selling movement. The change 
in sentiment was due, in some degrees, 
to: the heavy movement of wheat from 
Russia, total exports from that country 
last week being 2,056,000 bushels, com- 
pared with only 216,000 bushels the cor- 
responding time a year ago and to more 
favorable reports regarding the falil- 
sown crop in this country. The market 
opened weak at declines of % to I}s@i% 
following a break of % to Id at Liver- 

l, but recovered part of the loss early 

n the day, owing to good demand by 
commission houses for the September 
and December deliveries. After rallying 
to within \%c of Saturday’s close for July 
the market broke sharply again on re-

leaders caused a milg recovery, but a 
decidedly weak tone again developed late 
in the session, and all deliveries sold off 
to néw low points for the day, July 
dropping back to $!.15%. The close was 
weak, with July at $1.164%@!.16%. May 
closed at $1.27 and September at $!.07. 

Substantial advances in corn prices 
Were scored during the early trading, 
but owing to the slump in wheat, a 
large part of the gain was subsequent- 
ly lost. The May delivery advanced 
to 7 1-4 and the July to 69, which is 
the highest price recorded™so far this 
season for those options. The Sep- 
tember delivery also rose to a new 
high point at 68 !-2. Light receipts 
and wet weather over a greater part 
of the corn belt, which will delay 
planting. and a decrease of 1,250,000 
bushels in the visible supply were the 
bull factors. During the day May 
sold between 69 7-8@I0 to 7! I-4. The 
market closed firm at net gains of |-8@ 
1-4c to 3-8c, with May at 70 |1-4@3-8c. 
- Trade in oats was on a large scale, 
investment demand by out-of-town 
sources for the distant deliveries be- 
ing a feature.

New York, April 19.—The stock mar. 
ket once more proved its power of re- 
sistance to what were considered unfa- 
vorable factors in the outlook and de- 
veloped a considerable degree of pos- 
itive strength. The strong appearance 
of the market was undoubtedly due, in 
part, to the necessity of an uncovered 
short interest, which operated last 
week for a reaction in prices from 
technical] causes.
